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Turf field construction 
delayed indefinitel 


DEP says analysis incomplete

-WILMINGTON - The Town of Wilmington 
rescinded its Notice of Intent (NOI) regard- 
ing the artificial turf field, delaying con- 
struction of the field indefinitely. 

According to a recent press release from 
the Wilmington Public Schools, the Town 
decided to withdraw the Stadium NOI and 
‘include the required information in a com- 
prehensive NOI for the whole site of the new 
high school. 

“(The Town] really had no other choice 
because they did not meet the Performance 
Standards required under Wetlands 
Protection Act,” appellant and former 
Selectwoman Suzanne Sullivan said. 

The Town submitted the Stadium NOI to 
the Conservation Commission in February 
separate from the rest of the high school 
project to allow construction of the field to 
begin this summer. Shortly after, on 
February 29, a group of 10 residents and one 
abutter appealed with the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP). 

DEP representative Joe Ferson said the 
Town of Wilmington did not provide an alter- 
native analysis, which is required for work 
in a riverfront area. He said the DEP did 
not review the project beyond determining 
that the alternative analysis had not been 
provided. 

Superintendent of Schools Joanne Benton 


said the artificial turf replacement is now 
part of a single NOI for the entire site of the 
new high school, which will be submitted to 
the Conservation Commission April ll, in 
time for the next Commission meeting on 
April 25. 


Benton said she expects two hearings with , 


the Conservation Commission, but she is 
unsure how much this process may affect 
the construction timeline. 

“The revised construction timeline, for 
both the school and the turf field, will be 
dependent upon potential appeals by oppo- 
nents to the future issuance of the new 
Conservation Commission Order of 
Conditions,” she said. “We remain optimistic 
the high school construction schedule of 
completion will be maintained.” 

Sullivan said she is not sure what will hap- 
pen from here. 

“I really can't say what we will do or what 
will happen at this point,” she said. “As I 
have mentioned, the Town has to meet the 
performance standards of the Wetland 
Protection Act. This is all we seek, nothing 
more, nothing less.” 

Town Manager Caira said he is not worried 
about the timeline of the project. 

“There are frequently delays in major proj- 
ects however what is important is the end 
result. Townspeople endorsed a good plan 
for the future of our students and I fully 
expect its implementation,” Caira said.

No service cuts to Wilmington

WILMINGTON - The MBTA board voted 4- 
1 Wednesday to raise Commuter Rail fares 
by $1.25 or more as part of a sweeping price 
hike on bus, subway, and rail lines. 
Wilmington T riders will face a 23 percent 
fare hike but no service cuts under the most 
recent proposal from the MBTA to address 
a severe FY 2013 budget gap. 

According to a recent press release from 
the Massachusetts Bay Transit Authority, 
the new proposal, announced on March 28, 
suggests the use of a combination of admin- 
istrative efficiencies, fare increases, serv- 
ice changes and one-time revenues to close 
the gap. 

“The proposal we put forth today reflects 
our current fiscal reality and the feedback 
we heard from customers,” Massachusetts 


Department of Transportation Secretary 
and CEO Richard A. Davey said. “We have 
put forth a solution that limits the impact 
on riders for one year but I encourage 
everyone to remain engaged in helping us 
find a long-term fix for the T’s budget chal- 
lenges.” 

The MBTA faces a $185 million dollar 
budget gap for FY 2013, and according to its 
website, the organization expects the deficit 
to grow through FY 2016 and beyond under 
current conditions. 

The current proposal, which went before 
the MBTA board for approval on April 4 
(after the Crier was printed), is a signifi- 
cant improvement over the two scenarios 
presented by the MBTA and _ the

WILMINGTON - Last week 
the Crier ran a Q&A story 
with the candidates for 
School Committee. At the 
time, the Crier was unable 
to contact Manny Mulas 
who was out of town on a 
family vacation. He has 
since answered the same 
questions posed to the other 
candidates. 

Mulas, a_ resident of 
Wilmington for 12 years, ran 
for the School Committee in 
2011 and took third place in 
the election, losing the seat 
to incumbent Leslee Quick. 
He is a graduate of North 
Adams State College, now 
Massachusetts College of 
Liberal Arts. He also has 
two children currently in 
the Wilmington Public 
Schools. 

Do you believe that the 
new turf field at the high 
school poses any threats or 
danger to the surrounding 
wetland environment? 

I do not believe that the 
construction of the new field 
poses threats or dangers to 
the surrounding wetlands 
environment. My opinion 
on this issue is based on the 
information that was pro- 
vided to the town by the 
experts during the planning 
process of building the new 
High School and new turf 
field. They advised that 
there were no reasons for 
concern of threats to the 
environment. 

My biggest concern, and 
also a big concern to many 
voters that I speak to, is 
that construction of the new 
High School project could 
be delayed due to this 
appeal. The community 
voted overwhelmingly in 
favor of building a new high 
school, which included the 
turf field.

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BOSTON - The 
Massachusetts Chiefs of 
Police Association and the 
Massachusetts Major City 
Chiefs unveiled a new cre- 
dential being carried by the 
police officers of 
Massachusetts. The new ID 
cards are of uniform design 
and utilize features that 
thwart tampering and coun- 
terfeiting. Massachusetts is 
the first state in the U.S. to 
implement a statewide sys- 
tem of secure police creden- 
tials. 

Tewksbury Police Chief 
Tim Sheehan explained that 
the new standardized Police 
I.D.’s “were provided at no 
cost to active sworn police 
officers in the 
Commonwealth. The initial 
costs for the project are 
being paid using funds from 
the Department of 
Homeland Security.” 

Massachusetts law requires 
that every city and town 
issue identification cards to 
its full-time police officers, 
who are required to carry 
the card and exhibit it upon 
lawful request. However, 
there has never before been 
a standard for the design of 
the card leaving police 
departments to come up with 
their own. Additionally, most 
police ID cards had no secu- 
rity elements so counterfeit 
cards could conceivably be 
made using off-the-shelf 
printers and software. 

The lack of uniform, secure 
credentials posed several 
security and public safety 
problems. Security person- 
nel at courthouses and other 
protected buildings had no 
streamlined way to validate 
identification shown by 
police officers carrying 
firearms, and citizens had no 
way of authenticating 
whether a person stopping 
them or demanding to be let 
into their home was actually 
a police officer. It is not 
uncommon for people to 
commit crimes by posing as 
police officers. 

Police departments actual- 
ly began issuing the new cre- 
dentials last year but 
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MCOPA did not announce 
the program until now. 
Police chiefs did not want to 
draw attention to a security 
vulnerability until it had 
been corrected. To date, 
cards have been issued to 
13,000 police officers 
statewide. 
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“I believe the program will 
offer a level of security to 
our residents, especially if 
they should have interaction 
with any of our Officers 
while they are in plain 
clothes, Sheehan told the 
Crier. “This will also help 
our officers identify/verify 
off-duty and plain clothes 
officers from other 
Massachusetts departments 
in a mutual aid, off-duty, 
and/or border proximity sit- 
uation.” 

The cards are ordered and 
manufactured using a secure 
system. The vendor is 
MorphoTrust USA _ Inc.- 
headquartered in Billerica, 
MA - which provides identity 
solutions and services in all 
50 states and D.C., including 
Massachusetts. The compa- 
ny provides complete solu- 
tions for government-issued 
IDs, such as driver licenses 
and passports, as well as for 
border management, public 
safety, law enforcement, avi- 
ation, retail, banking and 
employee/applicant vetting. 

Some of the security fea- 
tures of the new ID are 
covert, and known only to 
the police, while others are 
overt. Perhaps the most sig- 
nificant security feature, and 
the one already familiar to 
Massachusetts drivers, is the 
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New Police ID standardized across state 


Kinegram®, an Optical 
Variable Device used on the 
commonwealth’s drivers’ 
license. The colors and 
images of the device change 
as the card is rotated. If a 
citizen sees a police ID that 
does not have a Kinegram® 
like the one on their own 
license, the card has not 
been issued as part of the 
program. Permission to use 
the Massachusetts Kine- 
gram® was granted by 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Rachel Kaprielian. The 
cards have: a tamper-resis- 
tant laminate and other 
overt security features 
include overlapping data and 
a ghost image in the lower 
right corner. Each card is 
serial numbered so that a 
lost or stolen card can be 
entered into the National 
Crime Information Center 
(NCIC). 

The back of every card 
attests that the bearer is a 
law enforcement officer as 
defined by federal law. Since 
2004, law enforcement offi- 
cers have been empowered 
to carry firearms outside 
their own state provided that 
they carry photo identifica- 
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tion issued by their depart- 
ments. 

The cost of the first card 
issued to each police officer 
is paid using federal home- 
land security funding. Cards 
‘for new officers and officers 
who ‘have been promoted 
cost $9.50 each. Because the 
cards are produced centrally 
by MorphoTrust USA, police 
departments do not need to 
purchase cameras, card 
stock, laminate, or printer 
materials. Previously, such 
systems cost departments 
$2,000 to $3,000 each. 

Citizens who want to learn 
more about the new 
Massachusetts police ID 
card can visit a website, 
MassPoliceID.com. 

Chief Joseph J. Rebello of 
the Kingston Police 
Department, president of the 
Massachusetts Chiefs of 
Police Association, said, 
“Our commonwealth’s police 
chiefs have afforded our citi- 
zens a reliable means to 
determine whether a person 
presenting police identifica- 
tion is authentic. This is in 
keeping with our mission to 
keep the public safe.”

Community Supported Agriculture offers farm fresh veggies

TEWKSBURY- Over the 
past few years there has 
been a growing interest in 
community farming. 
Farmer Dave’s in Dracut 
has been offering people an 
opportunity to participate in 
a program called CSA 
(Community Supported 
Agriculture) since 2007 and 
in 2009 he began offering 
CSA shares at the East 
Street Farm Stand, 460 East 
Street in Tewksbury. 

Community Supported 
Agriculture (CSA) is a part- 
nership between a farm, like 
the one run by Farmer Dave 
Dumaresq, and the commu- 
nity. The vegetable con- 
sumer has direct relation- 
ship with the production of 
their own food thereby elim- 
inating the use of middle- 
men. By paying for their 
produce upfront in the win- 
ter and springtime, they 
become a “shareholder” of 
the farm’s yearly harvest 
and each week during the 
growing season, they receive 
a portion of their share. 

On his website Farmer 
Dave explains, “We (the 
farmer) also benefit by 
receiving payments at the 
beginning of the season, 
when we need them most, to 
buy seeds and supplies to 
produce the food. This 
reduces the interest costs of 
loans to begin the season. 
The CSA partnership is good 
for you, good for the farm, 
and good for the earth.” 
Bethany Bellingham, the 
CSA Manager for Farmer 
Dave's CSA at 437 Parker 
Road in Dracut; MA, told 
the Crier, “The CSA was 
established in 2007, when 
Farmer Dave Dumaresq was 
asked to grow CSA shares 
for Groundwork Lawrence, a 
non-profit organization. 
That year, we delivered 65 
shares to Lawrence. The fol- 
lowing year, he began 
expanding the program to 
other pick-up locations. We 
began offering the CSA 
shares at East Street Farm 
Stand in 2009, with around 45 
members picking up there. 
Last year, in 2011, we had 
around 165 members picking 
up in Tewksbury, and around 
20 others on a waiting list for 
that pick-up location.” 
However, Dumaresq actu- 
ally began growing at the 
East Street Farm location in 
2003, after being asked by 
Tewksbury State Hospital to 
take over the farm stand. 
The road to CSA began for 
Dumaresgq at the Brox Farm 
in Dracut where he had 
worked since he was in jun- 
ior high school and learned 
the intricacies of New 
England farming from John 
Brox who had been tilling 
that land since the 1920s. 
After college, Dumaresq 
worked in the Peace Corps 
in Ecuador. In the Andes he 
taught organic agriculture 
and worked with farmers to 
improve their soil health, 
crop yields, irrigation sys- 
tems, crop storage, animal 
health, and marketing meth- 
ods. All these efforts bet- 
tered their families’ nutri- 
tion and livelihood. 
Bellingham explains, 
“When the owner of Brox 
Farm passed away, his 
daughters called Dave and 
asked him if he'd like to run 
the farm, and he's been 


doing so ever since! Since 
returning from Ecuador in 
1997 he has been leasing 
Brox Farm and growing a 
wider and wider array of 
fruits, vegetables and flow- 
ers.” 

In 2003 Dumaresq was 
asked to offer his fresh prod- 
ucts to a neighboring com- 
munity and began leasing 
the East Street Farm in 
Tewksbury. Working closely 
with those trying to preserve 
farmland for future agricul- 
ture, in 2006 he finally pur- 
chased his own farm in 
Dracut from the Leczynski 
family. This became known 
as Farmer Dave’s 
Dumaresq Farm, or simply 
“Farmer Dave’s.” 

Today Farmer Dave’s has 
four or five full-time employ- 
ees in the winter and during 
the growing and harvest 
seasons, employs anywhere 
from 10 - 45 people, many of 
who return year after year. 

“In 2011, we had 71 people 
participating in the spring 
share program, around 1100 
people participating in the 
main season (June - 
October), and around 500 
people participating in our 
late fall share (November 
through mid-December),” 
offered Bellingham. 

Since there was a waiting 
list in Tewksbury last year, 
Farmer Dave’s decided to 
open up a second day for 
pick-up this year, so mem- 
bers can sign up to pick up 
their shares for the main 
season either on 
Wednesdays or Thursdays. 
So far, 82 members have 
signed up for the Tewksbury 
pick-up _ location, and 
Bellingham expects that 
they will probably sell out 
and have a waiting list again 
for that location. 

Continuing, Bellingham 
points out, “Also new in 
Tewksbury this year - we are 
offering our Spring Share 
for the first time (last year it 
was only offered in Dracut). 
The spring share pick-ups 
are already underway, and 
will run through early June. 
We have 33 people partici- 
pating in the spring share, 
and since we have a bumper 
crop, we can still accept 
spring share members at a 
pro-rated price. We've plant- 
ed the following items for 
the spring share: baby let- 
tuce mix, baby arugula, 
baby mesclun mix, radishes, 
spinach, tatsoi, beets, baby 
swiss chard, baby kale, broc- 
coli raab, dill, cilantro, 
tomatoes and cucumbers. 
Root vegetables (carrots, 
potatoes, and _ parsnips) 
grown by Farmer Dave and 
stored over the winter will 
also be included. Not every- 
thing will be ready all at 
once and not everything will 
be harvested every week; 
there will be a season for 


_ everything. You can sign up 


for our spring share (and 
any of our other shares) 
through our website, 
www.farmerdaves.net.” 
Participating members of 
CSA explain varying reasons 
for signing up for the spring 
share that include philo- 
sophical beliefs, a desire to 
eat locally/support a local 
farm/not buy from large 
supermarket, a wish for bet- 
ter tasting food, yearning to 
eat food grown with minimal 
pesticides, and a desire to 


eat healthy food. 

The following are specific 
comments that Farmer 
Dave’s' received from 
Tewksbury CSA members on 
last year's survey. 

"I was so disgusted by my 
local chain grocery store's 
produce selection that I 
decided it was time to invest 
in a CSA...I am so glad I did! 
We thoroughly enjoyed all 
the veggies and opportuni- 
ties to try new, tasty things." 

"We've been exposed to a 
variety of vegetables and 
fruits that we otherwise 
would not use. It has 
changed our way of cooking 
and encouraged us to use 
vegetables in different ways. 
We also loved the freshness 
of food that the CSA offers 
us." 

"I loved the unique vari- 
eties of vegetables, and I 
appreciated knowing that it 
was grown by a farm that I 
trust. For the amount of veg- 
gies we received, it was def- 
initely money well spent." 

In addition to the personal 
reasons why people partici- 
pate in a CSA program, 
there are great benefits both 
to consumers and farmers 
as well as to the community 
and the environment. 

Consumers have an oppor- 
tunity to get fresher produce 
because most produce is 
picked the day before or the 
morning of your pick-up 
whereas grocery store pro- 
duce might have been picked 
up to three weeks prior and 
shipped over thousands of 
miles to the _ store. 
Consumers receive an excel- 
lent value because they 
could spend 20-40% more to 
purchase the same quality 
and quantity of produce in 
the farm stand or farmers 
market. Plus, consumers are 
exposed to a wide variety of 
produce over the course of 
the season. 

Farmers benefit because 
they can take in money 
before the season begins and 
use it to buy seeds and sup- 
plies, and pay their employ- 
ees to grow the food. 
Without this pre-season 
income, many farmers must 
take out loans, and pay 
interest on those loans. 
Farmers can conduct the 
majority of marketing activ- 
ities before the busy harvest 
season begins and they 
know how many families 
they can expect to plant for 
so they can plan how much 
to plant in order to ensure 
that very little goes to waste. 
Also, farmers get to develop 
a relationship with their 
CSA members that lasts all 
season (and for some mem- 
bers, for many seasons. ) 

The community and envi- 
ronment benefit because 
supporting a local farmer 
helps create local jobs, and 
keeps money within the 
community when the local 
farmer purchases supplies 
from local businesses. In 
the United States, produce in 
the grocery store travels an 
average of 1500 miles before 
being sold to the consumer. 

In Farmer Dave’s CSA, the 
majority of members pick 
up their shares within 30 
miles of the farm. For other 
pick-up locations check their 
website at www.farmerdav- 
es.net, by calling (978) 349- 
1952, or by e-mailing 
farm@farmerdaves.net. 
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Wilmington man going to prison 


Larson pleads guilty to charges of home invasion, shooting 


WOBURN- A Wilmington 
man pleaded guilty to 
charges in connection with a 


‘home invasion and shooting 


in Billerica, Middlesex 
District Attorney 
Leone informed the public 
today. 


Sean Larson, 25, of 


Wilmington, pleaded guilty 
today in Lowell Superior 
Court to charges of armed 
assault with the intent to 
murder, carrying a firearm 
without a license, armed 
home invasion, assault and 
battery with a dangerous 
weapon causing serious bod- 
ily injury, masked and 
armed robbery, and armed 
assault in a dwelling. Lowell 
Superior Court Judge Paul 
Chernoff sentenced the 
defendant to 13 to 15 years in 
state prison followed by 5 
years probation from and 
after his prison sentence 
with the conditions that he is 
ordered to stay away and 
have no contact with the vic- 
tim and witnesses in the 
case, ordered to undergo 
alcohol and drug treatment 
and counseling as deemed 
necessary. 

“This defendant’s brazen 
invasion of a private resi- 
dence while armed with a 
firearm and then shooting 
the victim twice before flee- 
ing the scene was extremely 
troubling,” District Attorney 
Leone said. “This defendant 
then attempted to elude 
arrest by leaving the 
Commonwealth. The defen- 
dant’s admission of guilt 
today ensures that this 
defendant will be held 
accountable for the serious 
injuries the victim  sus- 
tained. We commend the 
Billerica Police Department 
and the Massachusetts State 
Police for their collabora- 
tion on this case that result- 
ed in the apprehension of 
this defendant and ensured 
that justice would be served 
on behalf of the victim.” 
Three additional defen- 
dants were charged in con- 
nection with the incident. 
Ryan Koehler, 23, of 
Wilmington, Cory Barry, 19, 
Kennebunk, Maine, and 
Chad LeClair, 34, of 
Billerica, were charged with 
armed home invasion, 
assault and battery with a 
dangerous weapon causing 
serious bodily injury, 
masked and armed robbery 
and armed assault in a 
dwelling. LeClair’s next 
court date is March 29. 
Barry pleaded guilty to all 
charges on March 23 and

was sentenced by Judge 
Paul Chernoff to eight to ten 
years in state prison fol- 
lowed by four years proba- 
tion from and after with the 
conditions that the defen- 
dant is ordered to undergo 
alcohol and drug counseling, 
ordered to submit to random 
screenings, and ordered not 
to have any contact with the 
victim or witnesses in the 
case. Koehler pleaded guilty 
to all charges on December 
6, 2011 and was sentenced to 
10 to 12 years in state prison 
followed by three years pro- 
bation from and after with 
the conditions that he is 
ordered not have any con- 
tact with the witness or co- 
defendants in the case. 
Additionally, Judge Chernoff 
issued a stay of execution of 
the sentence pending com- 
pletion of a program. 

According to authorities, at 
approximately 7:15 pm on 
February 20, 2011, Billerica 
Police responded to 45 Oak 
Street in Billerica for a 
reported armed home inva- 
sion. Upon arrival, authori- 
ties discovered a 49-year-old 
male suffering from obvious 
gunshot wounds. The victim 
was transported to Lahey 
Clinic in Burlington were he 
was treated for serious 
injuries and was later 
released. 

Authorities determined 
that Larson, Barry and 
LeClair entered the home 
while wearing masks and 
demanded money. Larson 
was armed with a shotgun 
and Barry was armed with a 
knife. A female resident 
yelled for help and her 
father, the victim, ran to her 
aid. The victim and the two 
armed defendants engaged 
in a physical confrontation.

The 
names did not just fall off. 

When confronted by this 
writer, Junior at first denied 
his involvement, but later 
admitted it. Then he offered 
to buy a beer. It was refused. 

About the same time, 
someone threw a_ brick 
through the rear window of a 
car that bore the opponent’s 
bumper stickers. 

By the way, Junior's antics 
were for naught. The oppo- 
nent won the election. 

Probably the best thing 
that Junior did was to prove 
himself such an incompetent 
manager of the oil business 
that a key employee quit and 
started his own successful 
oil company. That man is 
still in business nearly 35 
years later. 

The following year, Sid 
Kaiser was up for re-election 
to the Redevelopment 
Authority. Sid was a hard 
worker, but not well-known. 
Junior decided he would run 
for the Redevelopment 
Authority seat — and he 
won. He had about 1500 votes 
to 1100 for Sid. 

Junior never even showed 
up for one meeting of the 
Redevelopment Authority. 
That was the end of Junior’s 
pron career in

eo came back, won his 
seat back, and has been on 
the WRA ever since.

While Larson was on the 
ground, he shot the victim in 
his back and then shot him a 
second time in his left hand.

Koehler 
was arrested the following 
day. They were both 
arraigned on February 23, 
2011 in Lowell District Court 
where Judge Michael 
Brooks ordered them held 
without bail.

According to the release, 
at public hearings, “T riders 
consistently advocated to 
preserve as much existing 
MBTA service as possible.” 

The proposal identifies $38 
million in administrative, 
operational and financial 
efficiencies including 
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approves fare hikes 


enrollment of MBTA staff in 
a new, lower cost health 
care program, energy pur- 
chase savings and a reduc- 
tion in Authority headcount 
of 51 positions. Additionally, 
the T implemented a hiring 
freeze for non-critical posi- 
tions. 

The proposal also outlines 
$61 million in one-time rev- 
enues: 

° MassDOT Motor 
Vehicle Inspection Trust 
Fund - $51 million 

° MassDOT snow and 


ice surplus - $5 million 

° North Station 
Garage Lease Payment - $5 
million 

Despite the growing 
deficit, these funds will not 
be available for use in 
FY2014. 

The plan includes the 
elimination of just four 
weekday bus routes and a 
revised schedule for 14 
other routes. All weekday 
and all weekend ferry serv- 
ice will be continued except 
for weekend Quincy service. 
Weekend service on the 
Green Line’s E-Branch will 
be maintained outbound as 
far as the Brigham Circle 
stop. Customers travelling 
between Brigham Circle 
and Heath Street (a dis- 
tance of 0.7 miles) will have 
the option of using the exist- 
ing, accessible Route 39 bus. 
Commuter rail trains will 
retain all weekday service. 
Weekend service on the 
Greenbush, Needham and 
Kingston/Plymouth lines 
will be eliminated. 

According to the release, 
because the services target- 
ed for elimination see low 
ridership, the MBTA esti- 
mates just 0.3 percent of 
current riders will be lost 
through the proposed fare 
and service changes. 

If the proposal is 
approved, all changes will 
take effect July 1, 2012. 

“At the dozens of public 
meetings on the original 
proposals, I heard our cus- 
tomers speak eloquently 
and passionately about the 
important role the MBTA 
plays in their lives,” Acting 
MBTA General Manager 
Jonathan Davis said. “In 
response, we have devel- 
oped a plan that demon- 
strates our strong commit- 
ment to continue providing 
transit services that are 
reliable, convenient, and 
affordable.”

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tracked for two years to see 
how they develop. Ballou 
began their training from 
day one. It included five 
steps of neurological stimu- 
lations designed by the mili- 
tary to train their working 
dogs.

When you are surrounded 
by student-athletes in a very 
sports oriented town outside 
of Boston, it may not the 
popular thing to admit that 
you are a New York Yankees 
and New York Giants fan. 
But then again when you are 
a two-time state champion 
in high school and then an 
All-American in college, you 
may be able to sneak a few 
of those things in once in a 
while. 

Brie Karow was recently 
named the new Wilmington 
High School Girls Outdoor 
Track-and-Field coach. She 
has served as an assistant 
coach the past few years 
and switched spots with 
longtime coach Tom 
Bradley, who is trying to 
dwindle down his responsi- 
bilities of being a four sport 
varsity coach at WHS 
between boys and girls 
cross-country as well as 
girls indoor and outdoor 
track coach. Being able to 
step aside some of the 
responsibilities, Bradley will 
now be able to watch more 
of his favorite show ‘Law 
and Order’ which happens 
to take place where Brie 
ecestatically grew up. 

“I was born and raised in 
New York in the Hudson 
Valley-Catskill. area,” said 
Karow. “So yes Iam a 
Yankees and Giants fan. But 
I’m in my fourth year here 
in Massachusetts, where the 
rest of my family is back in 
New York. I’m the youngest 
of three children, therefore I 
am constantly being lec- 
tured by my mother that I 
don’t come home enough,” 
she added with a laugh. 

If she goes home more 
often, she’ll be on the couch 
rooting for guys like A-Rod 
and Eli Manning which has 
to put a cringe through the 
bodies of every member of 
her new team. But if she 
stays here, she’ll hopes to 
carry on the tradition that 
Bradley has set in over the 
last 16 or 17 years, and like 
any new coach, she has 
some program goals. 

-“I have been around sports 
all my life and have had 
many great coaches of my 
own who have shaped and 
molded me into the person I 
am today,” she _ said. 
“Needless to say, I only hope 
I can do as much for my 
own athletes. As for this 
year and the goals of the 


program, I am excited about 
the level of talent that we 
currently have -- all grade 
levels- including the talent 
in our youth track program - 
- and look forward to contin- 
uing to build upon the suc- 
cess that Thom Bradley has 
already established.” 

Karow grew up in 
Napanoch, New York and 
graduated from Ellensville 
High School in 2003. During 
her high school days, she 
played three sports, soccer, 
basketball and _ outdoor 
track. She was an excellent 
basketball player. In fact 
during her sophomore sea- 
son, she scored 22 points in 
a tournament championship 
game and was named the 
Tournament MVP. She was 
offered scholarships for bas- 
ketball at the collegiate 
level but turned them down 
to concentrate on her track- 
and-field career which was 
already overly impressive 
during her high middle 
school and high school days 
before she went on to an ath- 
letic scholarship at 
Syracuse University. 

Karow was a member of 
the Ellensville High track 
program as a seventh grad- 
er. She went out for the team 
as a runner but ended up 
pulling a muscle, therefore 
she decided to take up a 
field event and chose the 
discus. She would only go on 
to become a _ four-time 
Section 9 Discus Champion, 
as well as a two-time New 
York Champion and an All- 
American in 2003, where she 
placed sixth at the New 
Balance National High 
School Meet in North 
Carolina. That’s where she 
threw the discus 133-02, but 
previously had a best of 138- 
2 earlier that season. 

In addition she was also an 
excellent shot put thrower 
with a personal best throw 
of 37-10, which today would 
have easily placed her as 
one of the top throwers in 
the state of Massachusetts. 
And she accomplished all of 
that despite standing just 5 
feet, 6 inches tall. She was 
asked about that before 
heading to the Nationals 
during her senior season. 

“The best part about it is 
you don’t have to be big to 
throw (the discus),” she 
said back in 2003 to the 
Times Herald Record of 
New York. “It’s all tech- 
nique. When I go to 
Nationals, some of these 


girls Iam competing 
against are huge. They prob- 
ably say ‘what’s she doing 
here?’. Then I throw and 
they . react however. they 
want to. It’s kind of like 
being the underdog and I 
like being the underdog.” 

Again as an ‘Underdog’, 
Karow went on to have a 
brilliant career at Syracuse 
University. She had three 
very good seasons both for 
the indoor and outdoor track 
teams participating in the 
discus, shot put and ham- 
mer throws mostly, until she 
decided to take a year off 
from athletics in 2006 to con- 
centrate on her student- 
teaching in the Orondaga 
County Elementary School 
system. 

“IT would have had to miss 
too many days of teaching 
at the school in order to con- 
tinue competing for the 
(track) team,” she said to 
the Daily Orange newspaper 
at the time. “I didn’t want to 
do that, and it wouldn’t have 
been fair to the kids.” 

So after a year off from 
Division 1 
Karow came back with a 
vengeance, by placing first 
in both the discus (39.91 
meters) and hammer 
throws (43.50 meters) at the 
Dick Shea Open Meet held 
at West Point, New York. 
She went on to become an 
All-American, all the while 
graduating with honors with 
a bachelors degree in 
Special Education and 
Elementary Education: in 
2007, before going on to get 
her Master’s Degree in 
Literacy - Reading 
Specialist in 2008. 

She has since been a sixth 
grade Reading Specialist 
here at the Wilmington 
Middle School for the past 
four years including making 
marks in the classroom 
helping to raise over $1,300 
in a fund-raising kickball 
game for Michael Murphy, 
and being a part of the 
Middle School’s . SADD 
(Students Against 
Destructive Decisions) pro- 
gram among other things. 
And today she’s now the new 
girls outdoor track coach at 
the high school. 

“Brie is extremely quali- 
fied for the position,” said 
WHS Athletic Director Ed 
Harrison. “This is her fourth 
year as a teacher and she’s 
a great role model and she’s 
just fantastic. Track is dif- 
ferent than other sports, and

Despite tough schedule, 
Baseball team ready to battle

If you take a look at this 
year’s schedule for the 
Wilmington High School 
Baseball team, it’s pretty 
gruesome. Wilmington will 
have 13 of its first 18 games 
against teams that 
advanced to the state tour- 
nament last year. Add to 
that the fact that arguably 
one of the program’s all- 
time best players is out all 
season with an injury, and 
that’s just adding salt to the 
already bloody wound. But 
for veteran head coach 
Aldo Caira, he’s certainly 
not crawled up in the cor- 
ner waiting to be knocked 
out. 

“We’re going to see some 
good teams by going to the 
Middlesex League no. doubt 
about that, but since the 
athletic department has 
gone to it, I _ think 
Wilmington has done quite 
’ well. I had a friend of mine 
from Woburn the other day 
tell me ‘hey we thought we 
would walk all over 
Wilmington but man do 
those kids play tough’ and 
that’s what Wilmington 
kids do. They step up when 
they have too and they 
aren’t pushovers and. I 
don’t think we will be this 
year. 

“We have faced a lot of 
those Middlesex League 
teams in the past and have 
had some success against 
them. We lost 1-0 to 
Reading in last year’s 
Scanlon tournament, so. we 
can play against those 
teams. I think we’re going 
to be OK - we’re going to 
see some really good teams 
but we have proven we can 
play with them.” 

Wilmington will open its 
season on Monday with the 
first of two non-leaguers 
against Tewksbury, before 
opening the regular season 


with battles against 
Middlesex League large 
school teams Woburn, 


Lexington and Reading, the 
latter two which posted 
records of 20-0 and 16-4 last 
spring. Until the season 
and league openers, Caira 
said there are still a lot of 
questions to be answered 
since the Wildcats have had 
just one scrimmage at the 
time of the interview. 

“T like our pitching, but 
it’s just that it hasn’t set- 
tled in yet,” he said. “I 
think we have some really 
strong arms, I really do. So 
far they all seem to be con- 
fident and in control and I 
think pitching will be our 
strong point. Offensively 
we could be in trouble and 


we’re going to have to man- 
ufacture runs, but that will 
be every team across the 
board. You’re going to see a 
lot of 2-0 and 2-1 games this 
year.” 

That, Caira explained, is 
because of the new MIAA 
Certification ‘BBCOR’ for 
the bats being used this 
year. Instead of the normal 
aluminum bat, high school 
kids now have to use ‘ a 
medal bat that performs 
like a wooden bat’ and 
Caira said there’s nothing 
to these new bats and pre- 
dicted there may not be a 
single home run hit this 
season. Add to that the fact 
that senior shortstop Vinny 
Scifo - who will be off to 
play baseball at UMass 
Amherst next year - is out 
for the year after an injury 
he suffered during the bas- 
ketball season, and scoring 
runs is a cause for concern 
right now. 

“Not having Vinny, a kid 
who batted .352 for us last 
year, at the top of the order 
like he has been the last 
three years is going to be 
very tough to replace,” said 
Caira. “But we have Dalton 
Rolli back and he batted 
.358 for us and we have Cole 
Peffer back. He had a great 
sophomore year and last 
year he struggled a bit 
offensively. He’s tremen- 
dous defensively, and he’s 
been working on his swing 
and his hitting so far and 
he’s key for us batting 
fourth. I think he’s going to 
have a big season for us.” 

As for the starting nine, it 
seems like there’s many 
different options. On the 
mound, Caira said that Tim 
Woods, Dalton Rolli, Jon 
Keough, Colin Doherty, 
Dan Pothier, Brendan 
McDonough, Mike Ciampa 
and possibly Mike Curtis 
are all in the mix. 

“We have only had the one 
scrimmage so far so this 
week we have a few more 
scrimmages lined up and 
we want to get the kids’ 
arms stretched out and 
hopefully they can all go 
three innings,” said Caira. 
“Timmy Woods really looks 
good right now. Both he and 
Dalton throw the hardest 
and I would say ‘they are 
both in the mid-80s right 
now. Timmy is a lefty and 
he’s just much bigger and 
stronger than he was a year 
ago. Dalton is also our top 
catcher, so I may have him 
catch the first five innings 
of games and then use him 
as our closer the last two 
innings. I’m not sure of 
anything right now. Really I 


up to the kids and whoever 
steps up will grab a spot in 
the rotation.” 

As for the other eight posi- 
tions, Rolli will be behind 
the plate and could also see 
some time in the outfield 
and of course on the 
mound. Sophomore Cory 
Stillings, known more for 
his defense, will also see 
some time behind the 
mask. Peffer has first base 
all to himself and he’s pen- 
ciled in to bat fourth. Phil 
Lentini returns to second 
base and will most likely 
bat second. Ciampa and 
Pothier platooned last year 
at third base and that’s the 
plan again this season, and 
junior Jeff Favuzza took 
the bull by the horns to 
claim the shortstop position 
after Scifo was lost for the 
season. 

“Jeff has had a_ nice 
spring so far,” said Caira. 
“He’s a smooth infielder 
with a lively arm. He’s not 
the biggest kid but he has 
good range and he has real- 
ly stepped up. He’s going to 
be a nice player here for 
two years and I think he’s 
more than adequate.” 

The outfield will consist of 
Doherty, McDonough and 
Woods in a platoon between 
left and center, depending 
on who is_ pitching. 
McDonough is a talented 
baseball player and terrific 


with the glove and probably 
will bat lead-off for the 
team. Doherty is a very 
good three-sport athlete 
and Woods like the coach 
said, has improved drasti- 
cally from last year. 
Sophomore Mike Curtis 
seems to have locked up the 
right field to spot. 

“He has really busted onto 
the seams,” said Caira. “He 
definitely swings the bat 
the hardest out of anyone 
on the team. And _ he 
absolutely won the right 
field spot. Last year he was 
a catcher on the freshmen 
baseball team and we 
heard that he could pitch. 
He throws hard but he has 
no high school pitching 
experience. So right now we 
want him to play two of the 
three games in right field 
for the varsity, and then 
pitch the third game for JV 
to get that experience. But 
if he keeps hitting like he 
has, the right field spot is 
his.” 

The rest of the roster 
includes senior outfielders 
Joe Russell and Steve 
Taylor, senior infielder Kyle 
Skinner and junior Dan 
Pendenza, who is also out 
for the season with an 


injury.

Tewksbury, who had to 
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make over 40-plus saves 
almost every night. But 
while the Cougars struggled 
the last few years, the pro- 
gram had a remarkable 
stretch earlier this decade - 
- including winning four 
league titles -- an amazing 
accomplishment consider- 
ing McGonagle started the 
program 14 years ago. 

“It all started back in 1998 
when then Austin Prep AD 
Dave Johnson (now North 
Reading AD) asked me if I 
was interested in coaching 
the boys,” said McGonagle. 
“T told him no because my 
son Jimmy was on the 
team, but I told him I would 
start a girls team if he got 
me the ice. Without Dave 
Johnson, the girls program 
would never have become a 
reality. When we talked 
about ice time, I told Dave 
that I want the same ice 
time the boys had and 
everything else they got as 
well, no exception. The boys 
do not practice at,6 AM, the 
girls do not either. We had 
an understanding.” 

After taking some lumps 
in the first few years, Austin 
Prep took off and started to 
dominate league and 
Division 1 opponents. It 
took just three seasons 
before the Cougars won the 
Catholic League 
Championship title with an 
18-2-2 record during the 
2001-02 season. The team 
followed that up with three 
more league titles, going 15- 
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3-2 in ‘04-05, 21-2-1 in ‘05-’06 
and finished 19-4-1 and 
advanced to the Division 1 
state semi-final game. 

“T have had so many great 
memories that I could not 
honestly say which one is 
the best,” he said. “There 
were a couple of good ones, 
like the first day of tryout 
back in 1999 and every first 
day of practice from then 
on. I have had some great 
players over the years, Kim 
McElhaney, from Andover, 
who went on to play at the 
University of Maine, and 
Anna Rigano, from Malden; 
who went on to play at 
University of Providence. 
They both came back to the 
program and helped coach 
the past few years. Over the 
years, I have had lcoal play- 
ers who also helped the pro- 
gram get to where it is 
today, kids like Maryann 
DeRupo, Kelly Falaherty, 
the MacMann sisters, 
Maddy Ricci, Shannon 
O’Neil and Caitlyn 
Dickerson, to name a few.” 

Besides coaching the 
Girls’ Hockey program, 
McGonagle also served as 
the assistant softball coach 
for 16 years working mostly 
with former coach Dave 
Gramling. The two had 
tremendous success, includ- 
ing many trips to the state 
championship and _ state 
semi-final games. He start- 
ed coaching softball with 
former WHS Hall of Famer 
Paul Lyman during sum- 
mer leagues when 
McGonagle’s daughter, 
Michelle, a current Austin 
Prep Hall of Famer, started 
to play. 

Besides his coaching 
duties, McGonagle was in 
the Army for three years as 
a firefighter stationed at 
Fort Devens. When he was 
discharged he was a civil- 
ian employed at Devens 
where he remained on the 
fire department. He has 
been a Malden firefighter 
for the past 27 years. 

Now as he leaves his mark 
as a head coach, he wanted 
to take the opportunity to 
thank several people. : 

“I would like to thank the 
Board of Directors (at 
Austin Prep) for the insight 
to see how girl’s hockey was 
going to take off and to give 
me the honor to be the first 
girl’s hockey coach of 
Austin Prep Cougars,” hé 
said.

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Rams Softball team 
back for redemption

If not for two bad innings 
last season, the Shawsheen 
Tech Softball team might have 
enjoyed one of the greatest 
seasons in program history. 
As it was the Lady Rams had 
their typical outstanding sea- 
son, posting an 18-7 overall 
record and winning their 
fourth straight CAC Upper 
Division title with a 13-1 
record in the league, all with a 
team made up almost entirely 
of underclassmen. 

In the postseason, however, 
the Shawsheen was bitten by a 
combination of nerves and bad 
luck in a couple of disastrous 
innings that cost them a state 
vocational championship as 
well as a potential sectional 
title. 

Shawsheen allowed five runs 
in the. bottom of the seventh 
inning in a 5-4 loss to 
Worcester Voke in the State 
Vocational championship 
game, and then allowed six 
runs in the fourth inning of a 
7-5 loss to St. Mary’s in the 
sectional semi-finals after 
building a 5-0 lead over the 
eventual sectional champs. 

“It was disappointing that we

(excluding empty netters) in 
27 league games this season. 
The Wakefield native surren- 
dered more than two goals 
only eight times this year, as 
Merrimack went 18-2-4 when 
scoring two or more goals. 

"He has been awesome this 
year," Henning said. "We have 
had several people tell us 
from other teams who have 
been in there watching their 
people play that he has been 
outstanding. He still has his 
school to deal with. It's very 
similar to what Cory 
Schneider went through. 
Ideally, you'd like to get him 
signed and get him into 
Chicago.

A two-time Hobey Baker 
nominee and Walter Brown 
award semifinalist, Cannata 
was a Hockey East first-team 
selection this season, becom- 
ing the program's first first- 
team honoree since 1993-94. 

Cannata began his career 
at Merrimack College in style, 
making 44 saves in his first 
career game, a 1-0 win at 
Army, becoming the first goal- 
tender in Merrimack history 
to record a shutout in his first 
start. Last year, Cannata was 
a finalist for the Walter Brown 
Award as the top college hock- 
ey player from New England. 
He was drafted by Vancouver 
in the sixth round of the 2009 
NHL Entry Draft. 

The week he signed, 
Cannata became the third 
senior to sign that week from 
Merrimack. Ryan Flanigan 
(Rochester, NY) and Jesse 
Todd (Calgary, AB) signed 
with Hamilton of the AHL. 

The Canucks see Cannata 
playing in Chicago next sea- 
son. If Eddie Lack remains 
there, Cannata will likely end 
up as his back-up. If the 
Canucks happen to deal 
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Schneider this summer and 
Lack gets an opportunity to 
play in Vancouver next season 
behind Roberto Luongo, then 
Cannata would likely share 
duties in Chicago with a veter- 
an goalie. 

Lack has been impressive 
lately with the Wolves. Lack 
has surrendered just 21 goals 
in his last 13 appearances, 
which includes two shutouts, 
and has posted a 1.61 goals- 
against average and .951 save 
percentage during that span 
(8-5-0). He ranks third in the 
AHL with a .927 save percent-

“WRATH OF THE TITANS” MAKES LITTLE SENSE 


“WRATH OF THE TITANS” is the Seis i to “The 
Clash of the Titans.” It’s an improvement on the 
first movie, but not by much. The actual story is 
incoherent, and the choppily paced movie is too 
short to develop the characters. “Wrath” does have 


sharper 3-D than “Clash,” but that’s about all. 


“WRATH OF THE 
TITANS” 
GRADE: ** 

The sequel to ‘The Clash 
of the Titans’ is an improve- 
men over the first one, but 
that isn’t saying a whole lot. 

The plot of this new ver- 
sion, made for 3D viewing, 
is as follows: 

A decade after his heroic 
defeat of the monstrous 
Kraken, Perseus-the 
demigod son of Zeus-is 
attempting to live a quieter 
life as a village fisherman 
and the sole parent to his 10- 
year old son, Helius. 

Meanwhile, a struggle for 
supremacy rages between 
the gods and the Titans. 
Dangerously weakened by 
humanity's lack of devotion, 
the gods are losing control 
of the imprisoned Titans 
and their ferocious leader, 
Kronos, father of the long- 
ruling brothers Zeus, Hades 
and Poseidon. 

Perseus cannot ignore 
his true calling when Hades, 
along with Zeus' godly son, 
Ares (Edgar Ramirez), 
switch loyalty and make a 
deal with Kronos to capture 
Zeus. The Titans' strength 
grows stronger as Zeus' 
remaining godly powers are 
siphoned. 

And really - does anyone 
care? 

"Wrath of the Titans" is 
considerably better looking 
than its predecessor, but it 
still makes little sense sto- 
rywise. 

Widowed, . war-weary 
Perseus (Sam Worthington) 
is living as a humble fisher- 
man when he gets a late 
night visit from his father, 


the god Zeus (Liam 
Neeson). Because the mor- 
tals have stopped praying to 
the gods, Zeus is worried 
that he will lose his powers 
and that Titans, led by his 
own father, Kronos, will 
escape from their under- 
world prison. 

As a demigod, Perseus 
would rather raise his mor- 
tal son than join the battle 
between god and evil. But 
when Zeus is taken captive 
by his jealous brother 
Hades (Ralph Fiennes) and 
resentful son Ares (Edgar 
Ramirez), Perseus must 
journey to the center of the 
Earth to save him. 

The descent into the 
labyrinth is the best effect 
in the movie, but the pres- 
ence of a minotaur (shock- 
ing!) is more evidence that 
scriptwriters mailed it in 
this time. 

The actual story is inco- 
herent, and the choppily 
paced movie is too short to 
develop the characters. 
That's a disservice to actors 
like Neeson and Fiennes, 
who look embarrassed to be 
here. 

"Wrath" does have sharp- 
er 3-D than "Clash" did; it's 
nowhere near as murky and 
dark as its predecessor. But 
that’s not enough to save it.

For those unfamiliar with 
the books, here is the offi- 
cial plot synopsis: 

Every year in the ruins 
of what was once North 
America, the evil Capitol of 
the nation of Panem forces 
each of its twelve districts 
to send a teenage boy and 
girl to compete in the 
Hunger Games. A twisted 
punishment for a past upris- 
ing and an ongoing govern- 
ment intimidation tactic, 
The Hunger Games are a 
nationally televised event in 
which "Tributes" must fight 
with one another until one 
survivor remains. 

You can’t help but com- 
pare "The Hunger Games" 
to the "Twilight" series. 
Both are based on a series 
of young adult novels 
adored in a cult-like fashion 
by teenage girls. Both fea- 
ture teen angst, young love 
and heroines who are more 
than capable of getting 
themselves out of trouble. 

Our heroine is Katniss 
Everdeen (a brilliant per- 
formance by Academy 
Award nominee Jennifer 
Lawrence), a confident and 
strong young woman who 
lives a tough life in one of 12 
districts under the tyranni- 
cal rule of The Capitol. 

As punishment for an 
unsuccessful rebellion each 
of the districts must send a 
teenaged boy and girl to The 
Capitol every year to com- 
pete in The Hunger Games, 
where all 24 children are 
forced to battle to the death 
with the single winner 
crowned with riches and 
fame. 

When Katniss' younger 
sister Primrose (Willow 
Shields) is selected for the 
games, Katniss volunteers 
to go in her place and she is 
taken to The Capitol with 
the other contestant from 
her district, the meek Peta 
(Josh Hutcherson). 

There the duo are 
prepped for the competition 
by a combat mentor named 
Haymitch Abernathy 
(Woody Harrelson), a publi- 
cist named Effie Trinket 
(Elizabeth Banks) and a 
fashion consultant named 
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Cinna (Lenny Kravitz). 
Katniss and Peta are 
paraded around the The 
Capitol with the other trib- 
utes and are given the 
celebrity treatment. 
Moviegoers who haven't 
read the book may be sur- 
prised how long it takes to 
get to the games. Gary 
Ross' film spends time set- 
ting up both Katniss' world 
and the futuristic Capitol. 
This material could be 
many different ways, but 
Ross takes it seriously. His 
"Games" has plenty of 
action but it is mournful, 
much less interested in the 
violence that the kids inflict 
on each other than in the 
way it makes them feel - 
which, in the case of 
Katniss, is heartsick. 
"Hunger Games" pulls 
off the rare trick of portray- 
ing violence without cele- 
brating it. 


“PROJECT X” 
GRADE: ** 

Project X is funny movie 
about reckless adolescence 
and the quest every high 
school kid embarks upon to 
be popular and cool. and 
loved by all. This is a cine- 
matic mash-up of almost 
every type of teen film that 
has come before it, from 
Porkys to every single John 
Hughes film, turned up to a 
deafening volume. 

There isn’t a single thing 
in Project X that you 
haven’t seen before - it’s 
just never been done quite 
like this. 

Using the found-footage 
genre once again, the movie 
looks at Pasadena teen 
Thomas (Thomas Mann). 
His parents' anniversary 
happens to fall on the same 
day as his 17th birthday, so 
his parents are out of town. 
That means pal Costa 
(Oliver Cooper) and JB 
(Jonathan Daniel Brown) 
push him into throwing an 
enormous party. 

Project X is a comedy 
about kids weaned on the 
Internet and video games 
and cable: They know too 
many things they probably 
shouldn’t know, but they can 
still tell right from wrong. 
The characters do bad, bad 
things, but they’re not rot- 
ten. 

Under its raunchy exteri- 
or, this is just another teen 
comedy, and a funny one.

Choosing a doctor 


Choosing the right doctor 
is a critical decision that 
requires some _ in-depth 
research. 

Very often individuals 
make this decision purely 
by which names turn up on
